In the selection of woods for fur- 
niture, particularly the solid parts, 
dimensional stability is a prime con- 
sideration as I pointed out in the last 
article. 

If two woods have the same volu- 
metric shrinkage or expansion, then a 
point of superiority would be the 
comparison between the radial and 
tangential movement. In both con- 
siderations, the genuine mahogany of 
Swietenia or Khaya rank among the 
top woods. There are other attributes 
also which captured the esteem of 
the 18th century furniture masters 
as it has through the ages. 

Precious cargo space from the West 
Indies always could be found for 
San Domingo and Cuban mahogany 
in the golden age of furniture. There 
are differences between this almost 
extinct wood and today’s African and 
Central American mahogany, but they 
are primarily in specific gravity and 
hardness. In appearance, bending 
strength and stability they are similar 
and highly regarded. From a design 
standpoint the variety of character 
and selections of veneers are second 
only to walnut in number, and the 
large size and length of logs makes 
for efficiency in matching and fabrica- 
tion. 

The character or appearance of the 
mahogany veneer and lumber are due 
to interlocking grain rather than an- 
nular ring growth as is the case with 
woods in the temperate regions. The 
grain characteristics are just as varied

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however, and magnificent swirls and 
butterfly-crotch are cut from the area 
where a huge limb takes off from the 
main trunk. The crotch is the center 
cut and the swirls are from the out- 
side of this block or flitch. These 
figures were highly prized in the 18th 
century and are finding new favor 
today. For many years during the 
1946-52 postwar era, the primary 
figure type was ribbon or quarter 
sliced. By 1954, however, flat cut had 
become more important being double 
the quartered figure. By 1960 the 
ratio of flat cut to sliced was four to 
one which represents clearly the 
change in consumer preference to- 
ward a bolder more exciting figure. 
Swirls and special figure selections 
are also increasing in popularity, as 
is the proportion of furniture using 
special geometric patterns, in dia- 
mond, reverse diamond, border, par- 
quet and other special layups. 
Before we discuss the textures and 
finishes and the particular function 
of solid mahogany parts, we should 
mention the serious problem of other 
woods masquerading as true mahog- 
any. No other group of manufacturers 
have had such a damaging cross to 
bear. Other inferior woods, whose 
strength and hardness may be 30 per 
cent less than African or tropical 
American mahogany are foisted upon 
the public without qualification. The 
wood may have a similar natural color 
and character, though more coarse

and brashy, but when finished it 
hard for an average person to tel 
the difference. 

Philippine lauan is a case in point 
According to the Fine Hardwoods 
Selectorama the relative hardness of 
tropical American mahogany is 40 pei 
cent better than red lauan and from 
20 per cent to 48 per cent superior 
in most other categories of physical 
properties. Only in shock resistant 
ability does the lauan show better, 
and in dimensional stability or volu- 
metric shrinkage the difference in 
favor of tropical mahogany is a whop- 
ping 48 per cent. White lauan is, of 
course, inferior to red lauan, so often 
the comparison from the substitute 
wood is even worse. I am_particu- 
larly pleased that the boat industry 
has recognized this difference and now 
has a fair trade regulation requiring 
proper identification of the so called 

mahogany so that the buyer can be- 
ware of indiscriminate substitution. 
Note the accompanying chart for six 
important physical differences. 

While I am on the subject of phys- 
ical properties it would be appropriate 
to relate that during World War II, 
African mahogany veneers were se- 
lected by the military as the wood to 
face the huge one-piece plywood hulls 
of the famous PT boats. Also hun- 
dreds of carloads of African mahogany 
plywood was used for landing barges. 

Recently an important industrial 
application used this stable and de- 
pendable material as die-blocks for 
making the huge auto body press 
plates. In the process 1/10 in. veneers 
were saturated with phenolic resin and 
laminated into eight in. wide by three 
in. thick planks eight and 10 ft. long. 
These planks in turn were glued to- 
gether and the complete mock-up of 
the body made. With this hand-shaped 
model as a template, the huge press 
plates were tooled for the stamping 
presses. Why wood? It was the only 
material that did not change dimen- 
sion with temperature changes and 
the impregnation with phenolic resin 
kept out moisture so that the resulting 
model was the most dimensional stable 
material available. The phenolic resin, 
or for that matter any plastic, changes 
dimension with temperature varia- 
tions, but since the plastic only coated 
the cells it conformed to, the stronger 
wood substance and the model re-

The designer and the manufacturer must form a close team in order 
to create furniture with true function and value for the consumer. This 
opinion is voiced by designer Frank A. Warren, a newcomer on his first 
assignment since 1959 with Dixon-Powdermaker Furniture Co., Jack- 
sonville, Fla. 

Twenty-five-year-old Warren feels he has no profundities to give on 
the subject of furniture design. He offers, instead, his conception of 
the role of the designer as a corporate lieutenant, and then defines 
his responsibilities. 

Through his delineation of a new traditional collection, now in produc- 
tion at Dixon-Powdermaker, he mirrors the planning, the team effort, 
the projecting of the corporate image that are a conscious part of the 
design adventure. 

Warren describes the manufacturer's goal as “that of marketing a 
product profitably.” .

Facts, such as these, make the selec- 
tion of a furniture wood important 
and unwarranted substitution a hazard. 
There are many good woods, but when 
an_ inferior species attempts to mas- 
querade as another without due allow- 
ance in the design for inferior physical 
properties it is time to fly a warning 
flag. In the case of border or apron, 
a narrower and quarter sawed wood 
is needed to avoid dimension change. 
In a leg or arm a bulkier piece would 
be required for the same strength. 
I understand a simple bill is being 
introduced before the Congress re- 
quiring proper definition of the woods 
which are masquerading as mahog- 
any. This would be a good idea for 
certain other species as well, I think. 

Mahogany in the design of furni- 
ture made its big surge in the late 
thirties when the 18th century Eng- 
lish style grouping increased from 
20 per cent to 38 per cent in the 
showings in a few years. When this 
cycle waned, mahogany still kept its 
lead position as the bleached modern 
furniture came into favor. The heav- 
ily pigmented surfaces of this post 
war style were primarily in mahogany 
and oak and it wasn’t until 1955 that 
the crest was reached. Each year 
since the so called “commercial mod- 
ern” has been reduced and though 
mahogany is used in practically every 
style category from the top lines to 
the lower cost groups, its total pro- 
portion of the market is reduced. 

A transition has occurred also in 
the finishing techniques and_ here 
mahogany has showed versatility with 
many warm browns as well as the 
old tradition red. Incidentally it should 
be stated that mahogany is not in its 
natural state the “red” which the 
accepted mahogany stains indicate. 
This was a color of certain 18th cen- 
tury furniture masters, and subse- 
quently the Victorian era and the 
revival of the English styles of the 
late thirties. The natural finish is a 
warm nut brown, contrary to the 
stain you get when you buy mahog- 
any color at a paint store. In most 
finishes for furniture, however, the 
wood is given a double bleach and 
color is added. The African Khaya is 
more pinkish and milder textured with 
slightly larger pores than tropical 
American mahogany (Swietenia). The 
color span in tropical tends to yellow- 
ish tan and a dark red depending on 
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the country of origin. Upon exposure, 
unprotected, the color changes to a 
rich golden brown. It generally pro- 
duces more fancy figured logs, al- 
though crotch and true swirl and 
fiddle back are found in African logs. 

Because the true mahoganies work 
well and polish with a high luster 
they are highly regarded for solid 
parts of furniture. In the present pop- 
ularity of mixing various woods in a 
single piece, mahogany is often se- 
lected as the solid wood part. Again 
its stability with ordinary moisture 


changes is important in avoiding tw 
and open joints between the pan 
and the solid parts. The lengths ar 
freedom from knots are important i 
minimizing cutting waste. 

As the swing to more ornate an 
decorative furniture continues, th 
mahogany lumber will be certain t 
find favor for carving and turning 
since it is softer than many hardwoods 
and yet has an excellent strength- 
weight ratio. The wide selection of

XVI group. “The thinking behind this 
group was to develop an addition to

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the collection in the straight line Louis 
XVI styling that would appeal to the 
customer who likes a more classic feel- 
ing and lighter scale than the simpler 
Louis XVI or Toscana group,” he 
stated. 

Research in museums, libraries, and 
in out-of-the-way antique shops in 
New York City was necessary before 
the basic idea for the design unfolded 
with “round posts with flutings; sim- 
ple, light mouldings, with much em- 
phasis on the hardware. Motifs of that 
classic period appear in the back- 
plates, pulls, rings, and in metal inserts 
in flutings of the beds and mirror, 
specially designed for the group,” War- 
ren explained. 

Warren conceived for this particular 
group the idea of a flexible headboard, 
a big selling point for the decorator 
or retailer who knows the homemaker’s 
penchant for changing decor in her 
bedroom. Three different headboard 
treatments are included with each bed 
in this group. There are tall, tapered 
posts for a more dramatic effect, a 
six-in. post, and a small cap, each 
fitted into place with a simple turn. 

He also likes the Bombe group. 
“Bombe is a court-style Louis XV type 
furniture. Most Bombe is very ornate 
in character, but a Bombe with simple 
clean lines was also used. It was to 
the best interest of our company image 
that we choose to make the simpler 
style. 

“In both the Louis XVI group and 
the Bombe, the hardware is empha- 
sized, since the lines of the cases them- 
selves are simple,” he commented. 

The entire collection, crafted in 
magnolia, lends itself to the fruitwood 
finishes, paint finishes, and the skilful 
hand-decorating work, Warren feels. 

He likes working with a variety 
of materials and enjoys getting ac- 
quainted with different woods, metals, 
cane, plastics, fabrics.

LEATHER’S NATURAL MARKINGS 
PROVIDE DISTINCTIVE BEAUTY

Leather, the world’s oldest upholstery material, has been 
making a remarkable comeback during the past few years 
against the awesome competition of the new synthetics 
and the combinations of svnthetic and natural fibers. There 
are several reasons for this unpredicted revival, one being 
the contemporary craving for elegance. The most inter- 
esting reason, however, relates to the product's defects and 
their shrewd exploitation. 

The popular idea that cattle lead uninteresting lives is 
contradicted by an examination of the average hide. The 
diary of a critter’s accidents is written indelibly into its 
tough pelt which records what happened when the animal 
lurched into a tree, was lacerated by barbed wire, was 
hooked by the horn of an associate and was given per- 
petual identification by branding irons. Even nasty 
weather—too hot, too cold, too wet, too dry—leaves a subtle 
message on the hide. Thus all hides are different—as 
different, for example, as the palms of different people’s 
hands. 

For decades the tanneries which catered to upholstery 
manufacturers were ashamed of these scars and did all 
they could to eradicate them by treatments that might 
be described as “cosmetic.” They buffed the hides in- 
dustriously using both hand and machine. TO PAGE 122

Cut Costs with Work Measurement 


By Serge A. Birn 


The problems facing many small 
and medium-size furniture manufac- 
turers are somewhat different from 
those vexing the high volume wood- 
workers. This is particularly true if 
large amounts of custom work are 
done and little mass production. How- 
ever, the principles of cost reduction 
are exactly the same regardless of 
what furniture is made, or the quan- 
tities in which it is produced. 

If vou ask an industrial engineer 
why a group such as the store fixture 
manufacturers make little use of his 
profession, he will likely say that the 
industry is behind the times. But this 
is not the industry’s fault. The fault 
lies with the engineers who have 
failed to develop presentations and 
principles that are economical and 
simple enough for woodworkers to 
understand and use. Engineers have 
been guilty of side-stepping some 
of the tough problems of the wood- 
working trade. They have followed 
lines of less resistance. But the fact 
remains: Regardless whose fault it is, 
engineering techniques are not exactly 
common in this growing industry.

Yet there is still another facet to 
the small manufacturer’s cost-reduc- 
tion problem. The usual background 
of the furniture maker or the store 
fixture manufacturer is not a_back- 
ground of production. Ordinarily, the 
basis of his interest and experience 
is in designing, sales, or finance; so 
that the chief executive is usually 
much more concerned with product 


design or sale than he is with individ- 
ual elements of cost. 

Of course, this situation is rapidly 
changing with the industry’s wage 
rates being the highest in history, 
and the highest in the world. Some 
might be complacent about this, but 
under the circumstances there is cer- 
tainly no room for complacency.

You want to reduce production 
costs. All right, what is needed first 
of all to make the most efficient use 
of capital is better controls. Now, con- 
trols must be based on measurement.

Now this poses a problem in cost- 
reduction.

First, let’s discuss the underlying 
facts. As already mentioned the situa- 
tion is not the same, as in a mass pro- 
duction industry. Very few producers 
make fixtures from catalogs. The ma- 
jority of fixtures are produced to cus- 
tomers specifications. Now, as I oe 
mentioned, in the past, engineers 
failed to develop approaches simple 
enough for this type of woodworking. 

The techniques available were too 
costly and were of greater than neces- 
sary accuracy. So small manufacturers 
could not take the techniques of mass 
production and economically apply 
them to their business. The problem 
is as unique. Needed were econom- 
ical engineering controls to effect cost 
reduction, but until recently no such 
controls were available. It was a dead 
end. A TURN OF THE HANDLE UNLOCKS THE TABLE. 

Now, please understand, we are 
talking about reduction of labor costs 
—not material costs. While the cost 
of material is also high, the problem 
here is largely a matter of good pur- 
chasing and inventory control prac- 
tices. And these can usually be brought 
under control without the help of 
engineers. 

One more thing. In speaking of 
labor cost, I would like to make a 
point that is usually not fully under- 
stood. In most cases where wood- 
workers try to reduce labor costs, they 
think of new equipment, or more

How else, then, can you gain better 
control through better measurement? 
There is a way. It has its origin back 
with the father of scientific manage- 
ment, Frederick Taylor, who defined 
it as “management based on measure- 
ment plus control.” It has never been 
stated more simply. Only that which 
can be measured can be controlled; 
and the degree of control is determined 
by the quality of measurement. What 
does this mean? Perhaps I can demon- 
strate m\ meaning and give the an- 
swer to a better measurement method, 
doing both at the same time.

The MTM technique was develop: 
about 12 years ago and is the mos 
widelv -used of all the predetermine: 
time systems. MSD is simpler, it cost: 
less, and in long, complex operation: 
like yours—just as accurate. 

Suppose my job is to reach for a 
water glass in front of me, pick it up, 
rise to my feet, and carry it to a 
table six paces away. I put the glass 
down, return to my seat and sit down. 
Now, that’s my job. 

How long should this job take? | 
dare say if I polled a number of 
readers I would get estimates ranging 
from five to 30 seconds. Who would 
be right? The onlv way to tell would 
be to time me on the job. This would 
be Time Study. 

But even if vou did time me, \ 
would only know the time it actually 
took for me to perform this job, and 
you would have to use your judgment 
to determine whether I was doing my 
job fast, medium or slow. 

There’s a better way. Use MSD. 
Let’s quickly analyze the motions that 
go into this job and list their time 
values. They are listed in “Time 
Units.” The chart with this article 
lists the values of nearly all job mo- 
tions. There are 100,000 Time Units 
in an hour, or about 27 units in a 
second. If I translated all the motions 
of the water glass job into Time Units, 
here is how the job study would look:

Now, I have recorded every motion 
which went into my job. The time re- 
quired is 336 Time Units, which can 
be converted into seconds by using 
.036 as a multiplier. This converts to 
12.1 seconds. To actually time this 
job with a watch, the reader can set 
up the situation himself. It usually 
takes an even 12 seconds. 

That’s how accurate this technique 
is. The job can be figured in advance, 
before any one performed it. 

So this is the answer to the wood- 
worker's problem of establishing bet- 
ter controls on labor costs. I recom- 
mend using a simple predetermined 
times system to set labor cost stand- 
ards. These can be used for estimat- 
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ig, for performance controls, even 
or simple incentives. 

Basically, the adoption of a meas- 
irement technique means far better 
ontrol. And better control yields 
sreater production. How does it do 
this? It’s simple. If as a worker I knew 
that the standard performance for a 
given job was six hours and if I knew 
that the six hours gave me all needed 
extra time for personal needs and con- 
tingencies, I would certainly try to get 


the job done in about that time.

Law Label Costs 50% 


Do-it-yourself printing of linen law 
labels for cushions, bedding and up- 
holstered furniture added up to extra 
profits for a southern manufacturer. 

Label costs were cut 50 per cent 
by Jamison Bedding, Inc., Nashville, 
Tenn., after the firm started using its 
own label printing machine instead of 
buying labels from an outside source. 

Jamison’s savings are important to 
any label user. However, the real sig- 
nificance is better understood by rec- 
ognizing the market temperaments of 
the furniture and bedding industry: 
(1) Keen competition due to the large 
number of manufacturers, (2) De- 
signer influence causes rapid changes 
in stvle and color preferences, (3) 
General customer whimsy and, (4) 
The ever present introduction of new 
fabrics.

In an organization like this there 
are probably a dozen people where no 
savings can be made for one reason or 
another. Let’s reduce the total, for 
the sake of argument, to 60.

ing of 20 per cent or $72,000. 

The next question is, how much 
will it cost the manufacturer to make 
this savings? I would say again, very 
generally, the first thing he has to 
do is to get somebody either through 
hiring or promotion from within, that 
can do this type of work after proper 
training, and maintain the system. He 
cannot get a consultant who will save 
him $72,000 alone and then tell the 
manufacturer that he will continue to 
save this amount vear after year. A 
few months after the consultant leaves, 
unless the firm has someone who has 
been trained, they will be back where 
they started. So, the first step will 
be selecting a man and training him 
by a specialist, usually. I would say 
in a case like this the total fee and 
expenses would be $10,000 to $12,000, 
which means that you have a cost- 
savings ratio of about one-to-six. 

Now, the next question is how 
much will it cost to maintain this 
system. The chances are that one 
good man from the plant would be 
ample to maintain good methods, and 
adjust standards for new products, 
new equipment and the like. Take a 
man that costs you $6,000 in the 
plant. This man should earn at least 
20 to 30 per cent more as an analyst. 
One might get him for less in the be- 
ginning, but, if you do not increase 
his salary to a higher level, you will 
lose him. In the end, he would prob- 
ably cost the firm $8,000 or $9,000 
Therefore, through an ex- 
penditure of $9,000 a year, the plant 
can maintain annual savings of $72,- 
000 in this particular example.

A new process bonding cotton fiber 
with phenolic resin has created a 
versatile padding material that com- 
bines a high degree of resiliency and 
durability with a price below com- 
petitive materials. 

Developed and marketed by Lock- 
port Mills, Inc., of Lockport, N.Y., un- 
der the trade name FlexFil, the mate- 
rial can be used in a wide variety of 
applications in the manufacture of 
upholstered furniture, bedding and 
other cushioned furniture products. 

The basic material of FlexFil is 
cotton batting, which offers the ad- 
vantage of extremely low cost, but to 
improve durability, Durez phenolic 
resin, produced by Durez Plastics 
Division, Hooker Chemical Corp., 
North Tonawanda, N.Y., is added. 

Lockport Mills produces FlexFil in 
72-inch wide strips. The basic mate- 
rial is spread on a conveyor. Here 
the phenolic resin is introduced while 
an air vacuum curls the ends of the 
fibers. The batch is next conveyed 
to an oven for baking and compress- 
ing. The finished product is then 
rolled, weighed and wrapped. 

A puff of cotton, in its natural un- 
bleached state, would normally float 
in a glass of water for a vear or more. 


The effect of the phenolic resin is to 
close the cotton pores and hold them 
in place, thus making the product 
even more water resistant. Compres- 
sion and bonding make FlexFil strong 
and dense enough for most purposes.

FlexFil is currently finding its major 
iarket among manufacturers of furni- 
ture and bedding, including such 
firms as York Bedding Company of 
Orlando, Fla., manufacturer of Sealy 
Mattresses; Babcock-Phillips of Rich- 
mond, Va., producers of outdoor fur- 
niture; and Blowing Rock Industries 
of Lenoir, N.C., a chair manufacturing 
firm. 

One square foot, one-inch thick, 
has approximately 20,000,000 fibers 
cross-laid over each other and welded 
together. This process forms billions 
of spring arcs to create effective cush- 
ioning. 

Although FlexFil has been in use 
for less than a year, its development 
began almost 20 years ago. Early in 
World War II, Lockport Mills re- 
searchers found that the naturally ee ee —— paces aes ant 
curled ends of raw, short-fiber cotton 
made excellent “springs,” an obviously 
desirable characteristic for padding ap- 
plications. 

However, there was the problem of 
keeping random-laid cotton fibers from 
sliding and reseating themselves un- 
der pressure, or tearing and shifting 
when used as padding. 

Development men at Lockport Mills 
felt that if they could take advantage 
of random-laid cotton (the process 
used in the production of cotton bat- 
ting) and “weld” the ends of each 
cotton strand in place, they would be 
able to produce a superior padding 
material at a cost well below that of 
high-quality materials, natural or syn- 
thetic. 

After solving the bonding problem 
with a special resin created by Durez 
production, machinery had yet to be 
found. An unsuccessful world-wide 
search forced Lockport Mills engi-

KD Cabinet Construction 


Saves Space and Money 


United Metal Cabinet Corp., Pottsville, Pa., has de- 
veloped a line of knock-down steel cabinets so compact 
that a kitchen’s entire storage needs can be put into a 
station wagon—solving storage and shipping problems. 

Slashing the usually high cabinet shipping rates, the KD 
cabinet occupies only about one-fourth as much _ space 
normally required by an assembled cabinet. 

Production is carried out on an assembly-line basis. 
Coils of 22 gauge sheet steel, Jones & Laughlin Steel Corp., 
Pittsburgh, are cut to specified lengths. The cut sections 
then are processed in machines that combine roll form- 
ing, piercing and straight forming in a single operation. 

Galvanized steel sheet in 16 gauge thickness is used 
to form counter tops. The metal is coated with an ad- 
hesive and bonded to a composition top under pressure 
in a huge roller. The entire top is blanked to receive 
sinks and counter-top ranges. 

Cabinet sections than are packaged, together with wall 
brackets for hanging and materials for assembling, and 
are ready for shipment. 

To simplify assembly, United Metal designs its cabinets 
so that only two sizes of screws are required and a screw- 
driver is the only tool needed. Two long screws are used 
to fasten each bracket to wall studs. The remaining 
screws join the top and bottom of each cabinet to the 
side panels and fix the cabinet door in position. Each 
cabinet is simply hung onto its wall bracket. 

The door panel of each cabinet contains space for 
veneer sections, wood or colored plastic. These sections 
are slipped into place during assembly, and can be re- 
placed without removing the cabinet from the wall—thus 
permitting a complete change of decor in minutes. *

There is some news significance in this manifesto by 
Edward Wormley, director of design for Franklin Harw ard 

Fabrics Inc. as well as for the Dunbar Furniture Corpora- 
tion. It accompanies the firm’s new line now being pre- 
sented to the market, and expresses a policy which should 
create better rapport between the textile manufacturer and 
the designer-decorator in charge of integrating the overall 
plan of a room. 

The Brenta collection, an outstanding unit in the line, 
has two groups: ten multicolors and four horizontal stripes. 
Some of the interest in the multicolor group is based on 
a new weaving effect. A specially spun and dyed filling 
varn has been developed to resemble wild Haitian cotton. 

There are 22-in. repeats in the four horizontal stripe 
patterns which compose the second Brenta group. Seven 
different colors are involved in each. Both groups come 
in 52/54 width and their composition is 87 percent vis- 
cose rayon and 13 percent cotton. The multicolors will 
retail at about $20 and the horizontal stripes at $23 net. 

Malta, new in the firm’s collections, is 48 percent Nylon, 
25 percent ravon and 24 percent cotton. The fabric has 
a nvlon face and is treated to the Scotch Guard process. 
The 14 base colors are augmented by a series of special- 
order colors for which a three-week delivery is pledged.

Sophisticated dyeing processes achieve the random 
vertical striation conspicuous in this item. Two methods 
are used: 

1. Piece dyeing is solely to the silks in the warp and 
filler; other yarns absorb the dye as reflections in varying 
tints and shades. 

2. Piece dyeing is to all yarns but considerable subtlety 
in color tones and in textural and dimensional effects are 
noted. 

The feeling of dimension in these fabrics is emphasized 
by the mixing of yarns in the warp. There are two of 
silk, both spun and noil; one of linen; and two of cotton— 
a mercerized and a nubby flake.

Many furniture factories have dropped into the habit of 
always buying the same grade of lumber, for instance, No. 1 
common for solid parts and 2A common for cores to be veneered. 
Generally the grade being bought is a pretty good compromise. 
But to make sure the lumber dollars are being spent to the 
best advantage, it is wise to make test runs with other grades. 
On such test runs a careful record should be kept of: 





1. Footage of rough lumber cut 
2. Footage of usable parts produced 


3. Production time on lumber vard and in rough mill. 


Assume that the customary grade is No. 1 common and 
shows up by actual record as follows: 


Lumber waste 40% 
Price at sawmill $120/M ft. of rough lumber 
Freight $ 10/M 


Yard & kiln labor $ 4/M

Freight, vard and kiln labor, freight 
add up to $25/M. $107 — $25 = 
$82/M at sawmill is the price at 
which cuttings can be made out of 
No. 2 common at the same cost as out 
of No. | common. If No. 1 common 
is selling at $120/M and No. 2 com- 
mon is selling below $82/M it would 
be cheaper to buy No. 2 common in 
spite of its higher lumber waste. 

If the test run showed 50 per cent 
waste on No. 2 common instead of 
55 per cent, the break even price for 
No. 2 common would figure $93/M 
at the sawmill. 

A test run could also be made on 
FAS to find the break even price at 
which FAS grade would give cost 
equivalent to No. 1 common. 

It will be noted that these calcula- 
tions cannot be made without know- 
ing the figure for per cent waste, or 
per cent utilization, both on the cus- 
tomary grade and also on the alter- 
nate grade being considered. Many 
factories have a specific waste figure 
for the customary grade and use this 
specific figure in making cost esti- 


mates on new items. But compara 
tively few factories keep a daily rec 
ord of footage of rough lumber cu 
and footage of usable product mad« 
Without such a record, the wast 
figure is pure guess and justifies littl 
faith for cost reduction comparisons 
If daily records are not kept, a pretty 
good substitute is to make a test ru 
about every three months and kee 
careful records on it. The average of 
waste percentages on several test runs 
is pretty dependable provided the 
figures on the various test runs do 
not differ too much from each other. 

On test runs it is important to have 
a cutting bill representative of aver- 
age production. The inherent waste 
in cutting parts for dining tables is 
quite different from that for dining 
chairs. 

If most of the parts need to be 
clear one face or better, it is gen- 
erally not wise to buy No. 2 common 
in the species where the lumber grad- 
ing rules provide for No. 2 common 
to be graded on yield of sound cut- 
tings. In most species No. 2 is graded 
on yield of clear one face cuttings but 
there are a few species such as sap 
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special treatment.

COST FINDING WITH MACHINE HOUR RATES 


How to Measure Factory Labor Cost 


By Spencer A. Tucker 


The basic purpose of any cost- 
estimating system is to help the com- 
pany to operate at a profit. Better 
stated, the object should be the earn- 
ing of a consistent profit with due 
consideration for longevity and finan- 
cial health. 

A useful cost-estimating system 
should be simple to operate, flexible 
in its application, and reliable. It 
should not be so cumbersome that it 
cannot be used effectively by the per- 
son who must use it. And it must be 
understandable enough to allow man- 
agement to use it as a managerial tool 
with his key personnel as well as a 
basis for pricing. 

Before any cost-estimating system 
will work, basic information on the 
incurrence of all costs must be devel- 
oped. Data being constantly fed into 
the cost-estimating system must be 
reliably and consistently reported. 

Before this can be done, all cost 
data must be identified and classi- 
fied. The collecting and organizing

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of the basic data must be done in a 
form suitable for use in the cost- 
estimating system. Listing informa- 
tion from memory or guessing at vari- 
ous expense elements only leads to 
confusion and insecurity in pricing 
and decision-making. 


Cost Activities in Manufacturing 
Enterprise: 


The three major activities in man- 

ufacturing are: 

i. Producing the article 

2. Selling the product 

3. Administering the business 

When the costs or expenses in- 

curred in operating the above three 
efforts have been deducted from the 
sales revenue from the sale of the 
company’s products, the remaining 
sum represents the profit. To assure 
this profit, the expenses must be con- 
trolled and held below the selling 
prices and held low enough to com- 
pensate the enterprise for the risks 
taken when investing in the business. 
Besides controlling the limits of the 
individual expenses, there must be 
control over the utilization of invest- 
ment previously paid out, as in the 
case of capital equipment. More than 


a control over out-of-pocket costs, 
this involves the selection of the 
optimum product mix to utilize more 
effectively the investment in capital 
equipment. 


Classification of Costs: 


The following is a list of the prin- 
cipal cost categories encountered _ in 
manufacturing industries: 

Materials Cost 
Labor Cost 
Factory Expense

Of course, there are other elements 
of cost like engineering costs, dis- 
tribution costs, etc.; but it is not nec- 
essary to go into detail on these cost 
elements once the basic concept of 
handling the general cost classifica- 
tions has been explained. 

In the machine-hour rate method 
we use the term conversion costs 
which is the total cost of manufactur- 
ing, excepting materials cost. A 
graphic representation of the various 
cost and expense terms is shown in 
Exhibit 1.

A. Productive 
B. Non-Productive 
(1) Unavoidable delays. 
viz: a mechanical :

(2) Avoidable delays, viz: 
waiting for material 

II. Indirect: 

A. Supporting production (ma- 
materials handlers, etc. ) 

B. Maintenance 

C. Factory general (porters, 
etc. ) 

III. Supervisory and Control: 

A. Department foreman 
B. Factory manager (line con- 
trol over production and 
plant only) 
C. Supporting factory clerks 
Categories I A to II B are reported 
on written production tickets. II C 
to IIIf C are usually reported by 
weekly clockcard, or, in the case of 
supervisors, may not be reported at 
all. 

Direct Labor: Productive labor, 

sometimes referred to as direct labor, 
is considered the actual applied hu- 
man effort which causes immediate 
physical changes to occur on the form 
of the material and/or product. It 
may also be considered as those acts 
essential to the making of the product. 
In this latter sense, the labor involved 
in the setup of a machine is con- 
sidered direct and sweeping of the 
floors would be indirect. 

Not all of a worker's time is pro- 
ductive. At times, he has delays 
which are either avoidable or un- 
avoidable. Other times he may be 
assigned to product salvaging or to 
helping another worker. All this un- 
productive time should be reported 
clearly in the daily production tickets. 

Each productive worker should be 
required to report his time and pro- 
duction in consistent and written form 
Productive time, the items to which 
it was applied, the machines on which 
the work was performed, the nature 
of delays and other indirect work to 
which the direct-productive worke1 
is assigned, should be reported. Sep- 
aration of delays provides trouble- 
shooting targets and constitutes one 
of the elusive cost areas where econ- 
omies can be made effectively. 








Indirect Labor: This category re- 

rds all indirect labor in all factory 
. :ssifications. 

The following are some typical ac- 
c ints under this category: tool room 
|. or, stock handling labor, chip 
s. parators, supervision, maintenance, 
i) spection, shipping and receiving, 
i.centive subsidy of production work- 
crs, incentive premium pay, lost time 
0! production workers, and reprocess 
labor. 

Productive Workers Daily Tickets: 
The card hung in the rack alongside 
the clock in the employes’ entrance 
is used to comply with the require- 
ments of the labor law. It is of little 
value in costing for it does not iden- 
tifv the person with the operation per- 
formed, the customer for whom it was 
performed, the machine worked on, 
the quantity produced, or the time 
taken. 

The output and time consumed at 
each operation should be charged to 
the machine used, to the job or cus- 
tomer’s order, and to the operator. 
Each of these respective charges 
serves to inform management of 
the utilization of the machine (a 
maximum consideration affecting the 
profits of the company), of the profit- 
ability of an order (useful in deter- 
mining the product mix and _ price 
adjustments), and also of the produc- 
tivity of the individual worker (which 
is the item affecting unit overhead 
cost the most). 

There is every positive need for a 
daily system of time production re- 
porting from the shop. In addition 
to its use in building up estimating 
data, the company always gets an 
immediate gain in productivity when 
such a system is first installed. The 
first reaction is psychological, as peo- 
ple know that their output will be 
watched. Supervisors also realize that 
this is an indirect appraisal of their 
efforts and so their activities tend to 
be better planned and closer to the 
scene of production. 

The second positive surge comes 
When people know that the daily 
tickets are actually being analvzed 
and evaluated. This study of the pro- 
duction tickets is the giant step for- 
ward in industrial plant management 
ind control. But as soon as the shop 
people feel that no one looks at the 
laily time tickets, the reporting sys- 
‘em collapses of its own weight. 

Daily time tickets should be made 
0 show the following information:

Date: This is obvious. A_ well- 
functioning reporting system must 
enable action no more than 24 hours 
after the event occurred.

Department: This is discussed in 
greater detail in another section of 
this series. Briefly, each major de- 
partment has its own characteristics 
of downtime, materials handling re- 
quirements, setup time, etc. When 
operators are listed by department on 
a payroll analysis it is easy to derive 
the simple ratio of the type previously 
mentioned for control purposes. 

Job Number: Even though the 
machine-hour rate system obviates 
the need for job costing, actually a 
duplicate cost system, it is convenient 
to list this number for the purpose of 
scheduling and order tracing. In some 
cases, important job costs can be ex- 
tracted for determination of order 
profitability. It must be kept in mind 
that this part of the labor ticket ex- 
tracts labor time only and leaves the 
method of how overhead is allocated 
to the product as the final deter- 
minant of profit. 


Operation Performed: Labor ex- 
pense must be pinned to the job 
number and the quantity, as other- 
wise, the reporting is practically 
worthless. This category should not 
be mistaken for the name of the posi- 
tion held by the person. “Finisher” 
written in this space doesn’t  sa\ 
enough. What he does, not what he 
is, should be the criterion. Honest 
reporting in one case proved to a 
operator of a moulder that he could 
service two adjacent machines, on the 
basis of analyzing his idle time. As : 
result, the company saved the labo:

th an operation name or number, 

ll there be control over production. 

Some operators exercise their senses 

humor, at the start of a reporting 

‘tem, by listing operations having 

ipsed time of one minute, five and 

half minutes, etc., and fill up many 

ckets in one day. First patience is 
quired. Then, taking the listings 
seriously, workmen should be told 
that at the beginning it is impractical 
to list periods in less than quarters 
of an hour. Later, perhaps a decimal- 
hour clock will be used and .1 hours 
(six minute) intervals could be the 
minimum time period used. 

Quantity Produced: This data is 
obvious. With proper controls, as dis- 
cussed later in this series, the self- 
secking or insecure operator who 
claims excessive quantity credit, can 
be discovered. 

Machine Number: Never leave out 
this number. This number is as vital 
as job number, operation performed 
and quantity produced as it is the 
foundation of the machine-hour rate 
system. In most segments of convert- 
ing industry, the element of ma- 
chinery costs is usually the largest 
portion of total factory overhead at 
each production center. Therefore, it 
is vital to know the machine’s activity 
during any period in which cost re- 
covery is being evaluated. 

Unit: This refers to the unit of 
measure which may not be the same 
at all operations in a company. Units 
can start with board feet and wind 
up as part pieces. An operational 
sequence may start with square feet 
of plywood and wind up as assem- 
blies. Production may be listed as 
each, dozen, gross, hundreds, thou- 
sands, ete. To evaluate the work 
properly, the quantity of production 
must be qualified by the size of the 
unit and the quantity in the unit. 

Time Sandard: The time standard 
is the allowed time for performing 
the operation at the unit rate. Thus 
feeding a sander may be .75 hours 
per thousand; for assembling chairs, 
the time standard may be 7.5 hours 
per dozen, and for inspecting finished 
tables, the standard may be 13 min- 
utes each. 

Earned Hours: This is the product 
the quantity turned out by the time 
standard and is vital for comparing 
the value of what the worker accom- 
plished to the actual money he was

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paid. Thus, if a standard for a punch 
press operator working on a certain 
part is 1.25 hours per thousand pieces 
and he turned out 6,000 pieces in a 
pay period of eight hours, the amount 
of hours he earned was 6 x 1.25 or 
7.5 hours. Since he is paid for eight 
hours, the company has to subsidize 
or absorb the cost of the unearned 
half-hour. Since workers don’t usually 
work near their standard rate in plants 
that do not use wage incentives, this 
cost of unearned time must be an- 
ticipated and budgeted as part of the 
cost of the company ’s operation. 

Elapsed Hours: This is the actual 
record of the passage of time by the 
clock. This information is used as a 
check against the earned hours to 
uncover the amount of effort or pro- 
ductivity that a worker expended on 
various jobs during the day. 

Time in and out for each job: This 

can be written in by hand or punched 
in and out by means of small punch 
clocks located conveniently through- 
out the shop. 
Some plants use running time 
meters electrically connected to ma- 
chines as a check against time re- 
ported and punched. These are val- 
uable for uncovering variances in the 
reporting of repairs and maintenance 
labor. Where wage incentives are in 
effect, it is valuable as a check against 
the amount of dav work claimed. 

A production and time reporting 
system is a worthwhile investment in 
company energy. The gains are tan- 
gible, especially at the beginning. And 
this provides management with a first 
stepping stone to a modernization of 
management methods and control. 

In addition to the production work- 
ers’ daily tickets, the following forms 
can be kept: 

1. Report by customers’ order and 
operation: On this ticket as shown in 
Exhibit 2 all labor applied to produce 
the customer’s order is listed on this 
one ticket. This gives a job cost and 
makes somewhat difficult the appraisal 
of individual operator efforts. 

2. By department or group of ma- 
chines per day: These forms shown 
in Exhibits 3 and 4 are used to get 
total departmental productivity. Thus, 
management can get the total number 
of pieces per day, for example, and 
if unsatisfactory, they can extract each 
operator's statistics before making an 
evaluation. In some plants, operator's

(Exhibit 4 is 
1 ed in punched-card installations. ) 
In the above methods (No. 1 and 
_ there is always the task of report- 
i.g the non-productive time of pro- 
ductive people, whether avoidable or 
unavoidable. It usually requires an- 
other form on which is listed just 
downtime of various types. 

3. By factory order and worker per 
day: This form shown in Exhibit 5 
combines the advantages of the pre- 
vious three systems in that the work 
is initiated by factory order and re- 
ported by worker under the respective 
factory order. This system requires 
considerable care in designing, since 
the cards follow the work, and means 
must be used to prevent the destruc- 
tion or loss of the ticket. In this 
svstem generally, a master copy re- 
mains in the office and the top of the 
ticket, used for scheduling, controls 
return of the ticket from production. 

As each operator in turn works in 
the order, the appropriate operation 
ticket is separated from the long top 


strip and placed in a small daily 
envelope. This automatically collates 
the daily production time of each 
operator per day, and provides on the 
bottom strip, which is not perforated, 
the accumulated job time against the 
order. This system leaves the opera- 
tor’s downtime unreported, which can 
be handled by printing a downtime 
form on the small daily envelope. 
This is shown in Exhibit 7. 

4. Exhibit 6 is an example of an 
overdesigned worker’s time ticket for 
use in punched-card systems. Here a 
separate ticket must be made out 
every time a different operation is 
performed by a worker. This leads to 
an accumulation of many tickets. 

A good rule to follow in designing 
production reporting tickets is to 
sketch them out in rough form and 
then consider who will write on them 
how many times and where; who will 
look at them and for what purposes, 
and finally, why the ticket is neces- 
sary and can it be done away with? 

Installing and getting a daily re- 
porting system to work takes time 
and patience. Especially at the be- 
ginning, when by historical practice 
workers are not formally requested to

give an accounting of their work out- 
put, there is bound to be fear and 
suspicion. This feeling must be dis- 
pelled by careful explanations. Cards 
must be reviewed and _ clarification 
sought from foremen who must go to 
the individuals concerned for the an- 
swers. Including the foreman in the 
process plays a large part in his un- 
derstanding the goals of the system. 
Even when the reporting system 
works perfectly, it is good practice to 
go through the motions of getting 
clarifications from workers so they 
know cards are being reviewed. 

When time standards are in effect, 
it is good practice to rate productiv- 
ity for each operator daily so that 
necessary counselling can be done 
immediately, rather than after the 
event becomes ancient history. 

In some plants, daily or weekly 
operator or departmental productivity 
is posted in graph form and friendly 
competition is promoted to the benefit 
of the company. 

Where wage incentives are in effect, 
the productivity is adjusted to include 
rejects and other excess costs so that 
comparisons are made on a true eco- 
nomic basis.—Spencer A. Tucker.

Cutters detoured scars trv ing to turn in smooth, unmarrec 
surfaces to the upholsterer. This cutting wasted leathe: 
and the buffing diminished and weakened its surface. 
Buffing tended to denude the hide of its natural grain 
interest and left in exchange a surface of glossy and 
banal uniformity. Hides so treated required a heavy 
artificial finish for protection. 

At length some promotional mind in a moment of 
intense inner glow hit upon the idea of making a virtue 
out of what had always been considered a fault. He 
coined a phrase for the scars: “nature’s signature.” The 
reasoning went like this: 

“If vou look at them in a certain way these blemishes 
assume the aspect of free-form, abstract design which 
combines charm with individuality. Let’s spotlight them, 
rather than conceal them; let’s brag about them, rather 
than apologize.” 

(The promotional mind soon was building a metaphor 
which linked the occupational flaws of leather with the 
treasured signs of wear and tear which distinguish antique 
furniture. The metaphor was entirely legitimate. As is 
well known, a school of craftsmen whose sole function 
was to make traditional furniture look old and honorably 
beat-up, was developed vears ago in response to a wide- 
spread surge of demand for antique furniture and fur- 
nishings. They went to such extremes as blasting  in- 
offensive case pieces, it has been said, with buckshot to 
produce the effect of worm holes.) 

However, nothing is artificial or contrived about the 
mystic pattern of animal scar tissue on good leather. It 
is accidental ornamentation that simply cannot be repro- 
duced on man-made materials. Coming finally to a rec- 
ognition of this fact, the industry started emphasizing 
these natural markings and frequently “antiqued” the 
hides to make such patterns more vivid. Soon upholstery 
manufacturers were asking that hides be cut so that 
“nature's signatures’, instead of being hidden, would be 
visible in the most conspicuous areas of upholstered 
furniture. The blemish was no longer a blemish; it had 
become a merit badge. 

By-product rewards of the new wavs of processing and 
cutting hides were now in evidence. By reducing the 
buffing to a minimum the “full top grain” was preserved 
and its special values made available. This grain is the 
first seen in the cut next to the hair side and it converts 
into the most pliable of upholstery leathers. It can be 
used for pleating, tufting, quilting and other beautifica- 
tions that were once exclusive to fabrics. It can be fitted 
over foam rubber and all the new filler materials more 
easily than other types of leather or leather substitutes. 

Leather’s recent spurt in the high fashion marathon was 
made possible to some extent by its hospitality to all divi- 
sions and subdivisions of color. An oath has been taken 
that modern genuine leather will accommodate a_ total 
of 600 colors and shades, which would seem to be as 
many as the most nervous decorator would care to think 
about. Brilliant gold and silver are possible as well as 
the most delicate gradations of muted tones. 

Its historic claims of super-durability and ease of main- 
tenance have undoubtedly been strengthened by the new 
processing techniques. Laboratories certify tests which 
show that genuine leather is 151 per cent stronger along 
stitching than the next best material. It has an im- 
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enable defense against ordinary household stains. Dis- 
rations caused by ink, ketchup, ice cream, food fats 
. Inding gravies, coffee, soft drinks and the unruliness 
« pets, mav be quickly removed by mild soap and water. 
Jhol stains need nothing more than a drv cloth.

Al- 
though it has other uses, it has been eminently successful 
in the manufacture of tight seat covers. 

Stroheim & Roman is exhibiting a new 56 in. wide 100 
percent cotton entry with an overlay of gold printing on 
a damask pattern. A look of cut velvet has been achieved 
in this product. It is seen in six color combinations; promi- 
nent among them are melon and gold, brown and gold, 
light green and gold. The tightly spaced patterns make 
cutting easy and economical. Re tail price: around $6. 

An arresting imported item in this company’s line is a 
54 in. cotton weave from India. Its hand embroidery is 
done in 100 in. wool, in traditional crewel work with 
multicolored floral designs. Since the embroidery is hand 
done, it does not have the mechanical precision of machine 
work which gives it additional attractiveness as upholstery 
material. There is no compulsion to stick to an exact 
repeat so the fabric cuts to great advantage. Retail 
price: $14.25. 

There is no doubt about a strong trend toward hand- 
work as witnessed by the popularity of embroidery classes 
throughout the country, including a sell-out in such classes 
at Cooper Union in New York. Fabric like the above- 
mentioned has been traditionally used with Queen Anne 
and Early American furniture styles; now its desirability 
covers a much wider fashion range with no thought that 
it should be limited to traditional stvles.

butternut and hackberry wood it used. 

Vinyl cork surfacing was selected 
for a contemporary grouping which 
included a cocktail table, a lamp table, 
a step table and a commode. 

Only available for a short time, the 
new tables are attracting attention, 
both at furniture shows and in the 
stores. Being a neutral shade of brown, 
the vinyl cork surfacing fits in with a 
wide variety of decorating schemes. 
The new furniture stvled with vinyl 
cork surfacing fits into both the casual 
den or the formal reception room. 

The material is not stained bv 
water, alcohol or fruit juices. In a 
severe test, Gordon’s Inc. placed a 
pan of boiling hot water on the vinvl 
cork and there was no damage. 

In addition to its durability and 
beauty, Gordon’s has found the mate- 
rial easy to work with. They apply the 
cork surfacing to pre-cut panels with 
a contact adhesive. The cork surfacing 
is applied oversize and then made to 
conform to the panel on a shaper. It 
was found to cut well on a high speed 
shaper without chipping. The panels

In hard maple or ash th 
prevalent defect is apt to be open 
shake, in birch it is apt to be knots 
In gum, No. 3 is pretty poor becaus: 
any board that will cut 50 per ceni 
sound cuttings is permissable in No. 2 
The above discussion takes no ac- 
count of color. A few factories require 
color selection on one or more faces 
in addition to these faces being clear 
and free from knots, checks, etc. In 
this regard it is well to remember 
that ordinarily the clearest lumber is 
close to the bark on the tree, the most 
defective is close to.the center of the 
tree. In most species the sapwood 
is light, the heartwood is dark. It 
light face parts are needed, No. 2 
common will probably be unsatisfac- 
tory even if it produces the required 
clear face parts because it generally 
comes out of the log closer to the 
center and will have more dark heart. 
FAS is apt to show the most light 
face because it comes from the out- 
side of the log. One factory using 
birch required heart color one face. 
They had bought No. 1 common and 
found many clear cuttings were not 
usable because of light color (sap- 
wood). They switched to No. 2 com- 
mon and made a big saving in spite 
of extra lumber waste. An opposite 
case was a factory using maple which 
required light color (sapwood). Thev 
found it economical to buy No. 1 
common and better, and for every 
three cars of regular grade bought 
one car at a premium price with an 
extra specification of white one face. 
The point to this whole discussion 
is to emphasize that it pays to be 
sure that the grade of lumber, includ- 
ing color, should be that best suited 
to the product for which it is to be 
used.—Rudolph Willard.
